. Brezhnev called the new treaty

- peace" In the Middle East. 

Brezhnev spoke after the signing 
of the treaty at a state dinner in 
Assad'a honour. 

"The Soviet-Syrlan treaty is .call- 
ed upon to help improve the situa- 
tion in the Middle East and es- 
tablish there a real and just 
peace.. .It is not directed against 
third countries. This is a treaty in 

- the name of peace and not In the 
name of war." Brezhnev said. 

The Soviet president took the oc- 
casion to criticize once again-alleg- 


ed "imperialist" Interference in the 
Iraq-Iran war. 

"The security of Arab states and 
peoples is threatened by those who 
.are trying to Impose a collusion of 
plunder and aggression on them, 
who blackmail them with their 
military bases and send warships to 
their shores, who are using seats of 
of conflict In the region for their 
selfish ends," he said. 

"We are not going to ltervene in 
the conflict between Iran and Iraq. 
We stand for its earllert political 
settlement by the efforts of the two 
sides." he said. 

The only solution to the Middle 
East situation, Brezhnev 
reiterated, is the return of Arab 
lands captured by Israel in Z967 and 
granting full rights to the 
Palestinians. 

His words seemed designed to

King Hnssein 
is determined 
to assist Iraq

Jordan’s King Hussein last night 
denied receiving any warning from 
the U.S. about the danger of an- 
tagonizing his adversaries — in- 
cluding Israel — should he lend ac- 
tual support to Iraq In the latter’s 
war with Iran. 

In an interview with Jordan TV, 
Hussein said he heard of these war- 
nings only In the media. "In any 
case." the Jordanian monarch said, 
"They have their conceptions and 
we have our own." 

Shiploads of arms and vehicles 
from unspecified sources reported- 
ly have been unloaded at Jordan's 
port of Akaba, destined for Iraq. On 
Monday, U.S. deputy secretary of 
state Warren Christopher caution 
ed Jordan and other states against 
any actions which could lead to a 
widening of the Gulf war. 

The Carter administration 
meanwhile Is going through with 
plans to supply Jordan with 109 
(auks.- Vba tiataBepastownt -said 
yesterday that delivery of the 100 
tanks, with special night-sights, 
would begin In July 1988 and would 
be completed within four months. 

. Delivery of additional M-flO tanks, 
also requested by Hussein on a visit 
to Washington in June, is still under 
consideration at the White House. 

U.S. Secretary of State Edmund 
Muslde, told Israeli Ambassador 
Ephraim Evron at a meeting In the 
State Department that Ms coun t ry 
shares Israel's concern over the 
possibility of Jordan Joining the 
Gulf war on Iraq's side. 

The U.S. announced yesterday 
that It was willing to provide infor- 
mation gathered by its Advanced 
Warning and Control Planes 
stationed in Saudi Arabia, to any 
"friendly country in the Persian 
Gulf” In order to protect these 
countries’ security. 

According to reliable sources in 
Beirut, Iraq has already received 
five shiploads of Soviet-made 
military spare parts and ammuni- 
tion through Akaba since the out- 
break of the war with Iran 18 days 
ago. 

The vessels, all flying Iraqi 
or Jordanian flags, brought their 
cargoes from stockpiles the Soviet 
Union keeps In South Yemen and 
Ethiopia, the sources said. 

Sources said the exact size and 
contents of the shipments could not 
be determined, but they are believ- 
ed to be made up mainly of spare 
peris for jet fighters and artillery. 

The sources said the deliveries 
were trucked from Akaba to the 
Iraqi border in several convoys 
over the past two weeks. The 
overland drive from Akaba to 
Baghdad or northern Iraqi cities 
takes from 30 to 86 hours. 

Hussein said last night that his 
country had adopted all possible 
precautions to face any adverse 
effects that may erupt as a result of 
his determination to aid Iraq. 

Hussein also said that he planned 
to go ahead with his scheduled visit 
to Moscow for "sounding the Soviet 
Union's approach to the Middle 
East.. He said he was placing ut- 
most importance on his visit, 
indicating that he may sign an 
arms deal with the Russians. 

But at one stage of the interview, 
Hussein indicated that he' was not 
happy with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad's conclusion of a treaty, 
reportedly for defence purposes, 
with the Soviets lost night. 


Iraqi forces delay 
assault on Abadan 


BASRA, Iraq. — Iraqi ground 
forces held off from attacking 
Abadan yesterday though tank 
battles raged further north in Iran 
and Iraqi warplanes attacked 
targets Inside Iran. 

Survivors reported foreign ships 
trapped in the Shatt-al-Arab 
waterway shelled by Iranian can- 
non and crewmen of sunken ships 
machinegunned to death as they 
swam for their lives. 

Western analysts said Abadan 
and its giant oil refinery on the 
Shatt-al-Arab appeared to he Iraq's 
next major target In the 17-day-old 
war. Iraqi artillery hit Abadan 
again yesterday but there were no 
signs of a ground attack. 

Iran instead reported armour 
battles further north, between the 
Iranian port of Khorramshahr and 
Ahvaz, and another between Ahvaz 
and the Iraqi border. 

At yet another major battle on the 
northern front, Iran’s chief of staff 
claimed his forces inflicted so many 
casualties bn the' Iraqis — “about 
BOO" — that “our forces have still 
not- finished -plc£i£g Up fie Iraqi 
dead and wounded." ' 


Iranian P-4 Phantoms struck 
Baghdad last night for the first time 
In a week, setting hnge fires in the 
north of the capital that apparently 
blacked out much of the city. 

Iran said Iraqi planes attacked 
Dlzful, 240 km. north of Abadan, and 
the nearby city of Shushtar. It said 
it shot down three Iraqi planes. 

Iraq ordered army reservists to 
report for duty by October 17 and 
asked Iraqis outside the country to 
contact Iraqi diplomats. 

In the first reported clash 
between government forces and 
Kurdish rebels, Iran 
Revolutionary Guard headquarters 
yesterday announced the killing of 
40 "bandits" In the Kurdish town of 
Kamyaran. 

The announcement said eight 
more "bandits” were arrested 
while the government forces lost 
one killed and two wounded, in the 
clash that occurred the previous 
day. 

The Revolutionary Guard an 
nouncement charged that ' three 
main Kurdish rebel groups had 
formed a Joint headquarters to es- 
tablish dose cooperation- with the 
Iraqi forces.(UPI, AP) 


Police seek Cypriot 
in synagogue-bombing 


PARIS. — Police yesterday were 
bunting a Cypriot who owned the 
motorcycle which they believe 
carried the bomb set off last Friday 
outside a Paris synagogue, Killing 
an Israeli woman and three French 
passers by. 

Police sources said they had 
already checked the hotel where the 
motorcycle-owner had been stay- 
ing, but he had disappeared before 
the police arrived. 

Police experts pieced together the 
badly damaged licence plate and 
the- number of the motor of the- 
motorcycle. All other owners of 
vehicles wrecked in the blast in the 
Rue Copernic near the Arch of 
Triumph have Sled claims lor com- 
pensation, police said. 


A task farce of 150 police experts 
is reported to be in charge of the in- 
vestigation on orders of President 
Valery Glscsrd d'Estaing. 

In a televised statement before 
his weekly cabinet meeting yester- 
day, Glacard again condemned the 
bomb attack as "odious," remark- 
ing that the synagogue had been 
guarded by Paris police. One of the 
two policemen on duty "there was 
slightly injured by the blast. 

Glacard said he was determined 
to ensure protection of the Jewish 
community, and instructed all local 
prefects in the 95 French 
departments to meet local Jewish 
community representatives on 
security measures.

New plan on Soviet Jewry 
cuts time spent in Vienna

TEL AVIV. — A' compromise plan 
soon to be adopted by the Jewish 
Agency and the Hebrew Im- 
migrants Aid Society (HIA3) to 
resolve the problem of those Soviet 
Jews who "drop out" in Vienna 
calls for reducing the time spent 
there to a minimum. 

Those Jews who declare on arriv- 
ing in Vienna that they are bound 
for Israel will be flown here the 
same day. All other Soviet Jews — 
who have until now spent a week to 
10 days in Vienna — will be taken to 
Italy on the same day they arrive in 
Austria. 

The plan is a modified version of 
a proposal by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

Begin has often proposed limiting 
HIAS aid to those Soviet Jews who, 
while travelling on Israeli visas, opt 
for other destinations because they 
have close relatives in those coun- 
tries. The plan was not im- 
plemented previously because of 


opposition from some U.S. com- 
munities. 

Both the agency and HIAS find 
the coinpromise acceptable. It Is 
expected that if implemented soon, 
the plan will smooth relations 
between the two bodies. 

It is not known at this point how 
Austria will react. 1 

Operations in Italy will be moved 
from the Rome vicinity to the 
Naples area, where a selection 
process will begin. Those who can 
prove they have close relatives In 
the U.S., or another Western coun- 
try, will he sent there within a few 
weeks. Others will be told that they 
always have an option to go to 
Israel, but that if they refuse to use 
their Israeli visa, they can go 
wherever they Wish — but on their 
own. They would thus be denied 
HIAS aid. 

The plan calls for cooperation 
between HIAS and agency officials 
in attempting to convince even 
those with relatives In other coun- 
tries to try Israel first. 


Police: Minister’s replies evasive 

Abuhatzeira 
won’t answer 
more queries

Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira last night 
said he would answer no more 
questions from the police on the 
suspicion of corruption in his 
ministry. But police issued a 
terse rebuttal of Abuhatzeira's 
statement, saying the minister 
gave “irrelevant" answers and 
sometimes no answers during 
five hours of questioning yester- 
day. 

Police are readying their 
malfeasance case against 
Abuhatzeira and are expected to br- 
ing it to Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir, perhaps as soon as early 
next week. 

Last night, Abuhatzeira Issued a 
statement saying that "after nine 
hours of questioning” he refuses to 
answer any more police questions. 
According to the minister, the 
questions "contained only gossip," 
and he said that he sees "no point" 
in continuing the "conversations" 
with police. 

In response to this statement, 
police sources last night said that 
“if Abuhatzeira didn’t have im- 
munity as a Knesset Member, he 
would have been arrested on the 
spot." 

An ordinary citizen would be 
arrested if he refused to answer 
questions, for being an "un- 
cooperative suspect," the source 
explained, adding that the citizen 
would then be taken to a court for a 
remand request. 

The Attorney-General 
presumably will have to deal with 
the possible lifting of the minister's 
parliamentary immunity so that 
the police can either press charges 
against Abuhatzeira for his involve- 
ment in alleged bribery or so they 
may. at least. continue questioning: 
Ha . 

National Police Headquarters 
spokesman Arye Arad issued a 
statement sharply differing with 
the minister, less than two hours 
after Abuhatzeira made his state- 
ment from the steps of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry in 
Jerusalem's Russian Compound. 

Arad said that Abuhatzeira 
-"reiterated his position that he is 
innocent, but gave no version in 
response to the questions asked. A 
few of the questions he answered. 
To other questions he gave irrele- 
vant answers. And to yet other 
questions he gave no answers. 
When the police asked to continue 
the interrogation, the minister said 
that he has no intention of answer- 
ing any more and the interrogation 
ended. 

A police source emphasized that 
the police viewed the Abuhatzeira 
interview as an "interrogation" 


Sadat wants 
mummies buried 

CAIRO (UP!) . — President Anwar 
Sadat said yesterday the display of 
the mummies of ancient Egyptian 
pharaohs in museums was a viola- 
tion of Islam and urged a glorious 
burial of the long-deceased kings. 

Sadat, speaking to a cultural ral- 
ly, said: "I am not happy at all 
because the bodies of the ancient 
pharaohs are exhibited to the 
public. This is against our religious 
belief.' 

"And when I say religious belief, 
am referring to the com- 
mandments of heaven contained in 
all three religions (Islam, 
Christianity and Judaism)," he 
said. 

’I hope, therefore, that you will 
study the possibility of re-burying 
those ancient kings with all glory 
and honours," Sadat told his 
audience, which included Culture 
Minister Mans our Hausan. 

About two dozen mummies are 
exhibited at present at the Egyp- 
tian museum In central Cairo which 
is visited by hundreds of tourists 
aod Egyptians every day. 

The most famous mummy, that 
of Ramses n, was treated in Paris a 
few years ago for a fungus Infec- 
tion. It is not displayed to the public 
but kept in an airconditioned con- 
tainer. 


World’s first ‘genetic engineering’ at Hadassah

A 2 l-year- old woman patient at 
Jerusalem's Hadassah University 
Hospital recently became the first 
person in the world to undergo 
treatment for a blood disorder 
through the controversial technique 
of genetic engineering. 

The treatment was conducted by 
Dr. Martin Cline on July 10 and 11. 
Cline was awaiting permission to do 
similar experiments at the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles, 
where he ls a specialist in blood dis- 
orders. UCLA subsequently denied 
permission for the experiments. 

-The Lox Angeles Times reported 
the experiments yesterday and a 
Hadassah spokesman confirmed 
that it had taken place. ' 

After the Hadassah case, -Cline 
Also applied the' technique to 9 16- 
year-old girl in a clinic, in Naples. * 


Both patients suffer from a dis- 
ease called tfeta. thalassemia mar 
jor,' which is most often found 
among people native to Mediterra- 
nean countries. On the UCLA cam- 
pus, Chne planned to use patients 
suffering from another hemoglobin 
disorder, sickle-cell anemia. 

Patients with beta thalassemia 
major lack the ability to produce a 
component of normal hemoglobin, 
the molecule In red blood cells that 
carries oxygen from lungs to body 
tissues. 

Both patients are alive and doing 
well, CUne said. Neither had been 
bedridden at the time of the treat- 
ment. he added, despite the 
seriousness of their conditions. 

In both cases, doctors removed a 
small amount of bone marrow from 
the patients and then exposed the 
cells to genes capable of producing 
■the normal component of 


hemoglobin that the patients are 
lacking. 

The marrow cells then were 
returned to the patients, Cline said. 
The hope was that the patients 
would begin producing normal 
hemoglobin. 

After almost three months, it now 
seems unlikely that that has 
happened. But Cline Is still analys- 
ing blood and marrow samples that 
have regularly been taken from the 
patients since their treatment 

The office of protection from 
research risks In the U.S. National 
Institutes of Health is now in- 
vestigating Cline’s work, the Los 
Angeles Times said yesterday. 

At issue is whether Cline followed 
U.S. government guidelines for 
protecting human subjects from 
possible harm, the newspaper said. 

Until recently, genetic engineer- 
ing was confined to the test tube. 


and it was widely believed that 
applying the technology to alter the 
- genes of animals was years away. 

No one had attempted an experi- 
ment with humans. 

A human subject protection com- 
mittee at UCLA, after more than a 
year of deliberation, declined to 
grant CUne permission to do the ex- 
"perlment there without further 
animal work, the newspaper said. 

Cline said the Israeli hospital sub- 
jected the genetic experiment to the 
- same scrutiny required by the U.S. 
guidelines. The Italian centre used 
a more Informal procedure, accor- 
ding to CUne. but still took steps to 
ensure the patient was Informed of 
risks. 

The Hadassah spokesman con- 
firmed that the experiment had 
taken place at the hospital’s 
homotology unit on ML Scopus,

In- 
vestigators said. 

The acid attack was the second 
attempt at retaliation since the 
wave of neo-Nazi attacks began two 
weeks ago. 

The former office of a banned neo- 
Nazi organization was ransacked 
early Sunday and gunshots were 
fired at the premises of another ex- 
treme right-wing group that after- 
noon, but no one claimed respon- 
sibility. 

Until Its telephone call to a news 
agency there was no Indication that 
the Jewish Brigades existed as an 
organization. 

The caller, however, said the 
Brigades were also responsible for 
attacks on a Left Bank bookstore 
and a church In 1978.

Sanctions at Kupat Holim hospitals 
mean wall-to-wall beds elsewhere 
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Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Government 
hospitals overflowed with patients 
yesterday as doctors at Kupat 
Holim hospitals Instituted a “selec- 
tive admittance" policy to press 
wage demands. 

Tel Aviv’s Ichllov municipal 
hospital yesterday established a 
“corridor train" consisting of a row 
of beds placed against the wall of a 
corridor, with the beds generally 
touching each other. 

Dr. David Goldray, deputy 
medical director of Ichllov, said 
that the hospital was trying to avoid 
a "patient explosion," but one ward 
where doctors generally treat 38 
patients now holds 48, with most of 
the extra ones In the corridor. 

"The patients may be uncomfor- 
table, but the entire medical team 
— from doctors down to auxiliary 


medical help — have formed a solid 
front to see that each patient 
receives the best core possible," be 
said. 

Other hospitals, especially the 
government ones like Tel 
Has homer and Lady Edith Wolfson 
(Tel Giborlm), also reported heavy 
patient pressure. 

Commenting on an appeal made 
yesterday by Yeroharn Meshel, 
secretary-general of the Hlstadrut, 
to call off the sanctions until the 
Hlstadrut’ a central committee dis- 
cusses the matter next week. Dr. 
Shmuel Friedman, one of the heads 
of the organization of Kupat Holim 
doctors, stated yesterday that "the 
Hlstadrut had plenty of time to 
raise the money and give it to 
Kupat Holim. The ISSOm. Is only a 
small sura for the Hlstadrut, and It 
cannot ask us at this time to call off 


our sanctions. We Kupat Holim doc- 
tors have taken a firm decision to 
continue the sanctions until we get 
paid the Increments due us." 

He added that If the sanctions do 
not prove effective, “we will decide 
shortly on imposing much more 
severe ones." He declined to state 
what they would he. 

Kupat Holim claims It cannot pay 
the doctors until the Finance 
Ministry authorizes the transfer of 
ISSOm. which it says the ministry 
has promised. 

The Kupat Holim spokesman 
yesterday expressed "his deep sur- 
prise and concern that Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin has failed 
to answer the appeal made to him 
earlier' this week" to approve the 
transfer of the ISSOm- in’ the 
absence abroad of Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz.

Jerusalem Poet Reports.

Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
HAIFA. — The city's 4,500 
employees are continuing the strike 
they began yesterday after the city 
failed to pay their salaries for 
September, with City Hall officials 
blaming the government 
bureaucracy for the impasse. 

This is the third consecutive 
month that the city has missed the 
first-of-the-month deadline for the 
payment of salaries that Is specified 
In the collective agreement, the 
municipal workers' committee 
said. 

A iSlim. grant that Interior 
Ministry Director-General Halm 
Kuberaky had promised Mayor 
Arye GureL on Tuesday has not yet 
been received because the Treasury 
needs more time to release the 
hinds, The Jerusalem Post was told. 

A source in the municipality told 
The Post that the IS15 million 
government grant will by no means 
solve all of the city's financial 
problems. 

"It will be like a drop In the ocean. 


because Haifa owes many times 
this amount in overdue bills and 
bank interest. But we will at least be 
able to pay everyone's salary." the 
source said. 

“Promised money is as good as no 
money at all," declared Moshe 
Sharoni. “We will stop the strike 
when we see the bank slips proving 
the money has arrived," added 
Sharoni, who Is the chairman of the 
workers' committee. 

Local and government authorities 
have long been at loggerheads over, 
public funds, and this la the reason 
money for salaries has been arriv- 
ing late — "a only after lengthy 
discussions,'* Sharoni maintained. 
They should leave workers out oi 
their political disputes, he added, 
saying, "We want no part of it." 

Haifa residents seem to have 
taken the city workers' strike calm- 
ly — even though the Carmelit sub- 
way is not running, garbage has not 
been picked up, streets are not 
cleaned, and City Hall telephone 
operators refuse to receive or make 
calls. 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
strongly criticized the Israel Bar 
Association's disciplinary panels 
saying their footdragging made a 
mockery of themselves and proves 
that the Bar Association is in- 
capable of policing Itself as set 
down In law. 

The harsh words for the Bar 
Association came when the court 
refused to -pass sentence on a 
lawyer convicted of committing a 
serious disciplinary violation. Ac- 
ting Presiding Supreme Court 
Justice Halm Cohn, In reviewing 
the case, said that after the original 
complaint was made to the Bar 
Association about the lawyer’s con- 
duct In 1071, It took almost six years 
until the district disciplinary court 
sentenced him. And, the justice 
said, another four years were to 
pass until a ruling was made on the 
attorney’s appeal before the 
national disciplinary court. 

"The conduct of members of the 
disciplinary courts who prevent the 
execution of justice against lawyers 
brought before them is unaccep- 
table. These judges, themselves, 
are in need of a reprimand. 


Shamir: Iran-Iraq war may 
alter EC view of PLO state 
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Jerusalem Post Staff 
BEN-Gurion Airport. — Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
yesterday that he hoped the Iran- 
Iraq' war would make the European 
Community reconsider the Venice 
declaration, before the nine EC 
heads of state meet In December. 

Shamir was speaking to reporters 
at Ben-Gurlon airport, on Ms return 
from a 23-day tour of the U.S. and 
Western Europe. He said he ex- 
pected a general reconsideration of 
the Venice summit statements, 
which expressed support of -a 
Palestinian state headed by the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation. 

However, basic attitudes to the 
Arab- Israel conflict cannot be ex- 
pected to change so quickly, he 
said. 


Shamir also said that’ signs of 
growing anti-Semitism in Europe 
have European capitals worried. 
He said that because European 
countries have encouraged the. 
PLO. anti-Semitic terror groups . 
feel they have backing for. their ac- 
tivities. 

Shamir spoke briefly and did not j 
expand on the opening session of 1 
the UN General Assembly, nor on. i 
his brief European stopover, where 
he met with Luxembourg Foreign 
Minister Gaston Thom. 

Shamir described as most "naive 
and absurd" any . European 
proposal to send a multi-national-: 
mllitary unit to the Middle; Bast to 
"safeguard peace." "Nobody , eaa- 
expect our -security to depend on 
such ideas/* he said.

Portuguese labour inspector 
sent to Negev airbase

TEL AVTV. — The Portuguese 
government has sent an Inspector 
to examine working conditions of 
the 1,820 Portuguese citizens work- 
ing on construction of the Ramon 
air base In the Negev. 

Last May, about a quarter of the 
Portuguese work force was fired or 
resigned and was flown home, 
although about 40 of those who quit 
were later re hired and are bock on 
the job. Hlstadrut sources have 
blamed last May's labour problem 
on Communist agitators, but other 
observers feel the reason was 
probably cultural differences 
between management and labour. 

The Portuguese inspector, Jaime 
Ferreira, arrived In Israel last 
Tuesday officially “to make sure 


that the contractual obligations 
between the government and the 
men are met," according to Dick 
Jacobsen. 

Jacobsen, Tel Aviv ad- 
ministrative manager for the 
American contracting firm Air 
Base Constructors (ABC), added 
that he hopes Ferreira will give the 
firm's management "a more 
refined" sense of the workers' 
mood. He said ABC had "invited" 
the Inspector. 

Ferreira, whose official title Is 
“emigration inspector,” will not be 
in touch with the government and 
does not have any diplomatic status 
here, although he works for Por- 
tugal’s Foreign Ministry. A Foreign 
Ministry, source In Jerusalem told 
The Jerusalem Post earlier tht« 
week he was not' even aware 
Ferreira was here.

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Psychiatrists say Gur never spoke of murder 


In memory of those killed 
at the explosion at the 
Rue Oopernlc Synagogue, Paris, 
by the neo-Nazis, 


TEL AVTV. — Zvi Gur, on trial for 
kidnapping and murdering Oron 
Yarden, never explicitly mentioned 
the crimes he la accused of but did 
talk of accidentally kilHwg someone 
In talks with psychiatrists appear- 
ing for the prosecution. 

Gur later took the stand and 
repeated his latest version of the 
crimes, claiming he was acting on 
Instruction from two other persons. 

The psychiatrists said Gur 
referred to "a sad thing that 
happened to me" and sometimes 
expressed guilt, which he im- 
mediately transferred to “the 
devil." Dr. A. Sekele and Dr. S. 
Ariel! were the last prosecution 
witnesses to appear in the trial in 
the District Court here. 1 

Referring to Gur'a various past 
confessions to the murder, they 
said Gur appeared to be a person 
who would be moved by fear rather 
than altruism to take upon himself 
the responsibility for crimes he did 
not commit. 

Gur. the first of the defence 

witnesses, was questioned for two 


and a half hours by hia attorney 
Eliezer Malhl. He began hia 
testimony by categorically denying 
that he ever murdered or intended 
to murder Oron Yarden. 

Malhl then took him through the 
events which led to Yorden’s death. 
Gur told of his relations with a 
woman named Hlla Mar arl (who is 
not listed in the population register) 
who. he claims, talked him Into 
helping out a friend by holding toe 
boy In his care. He was offered 135,- 
000 for his efforts, he said. 

On June 8 — the day Yarden wa a 
kidnapped — he drove with Mararl 
to Savyon where they picked up the 
boy,, he told the court. He then took 
him home for the night and phoned 


the parents telling them their son 
was safe. 

Two days later he arranged a 
meeting- with Mararl In Petah 
Tikva but was met Instead by a 
man who said he was taking 
Mar art's place. Gur. said he then 
left the car for half an hour and 
when be returned the man and boy 
had disappeared. 

When he returned home he found 
the bay in the hack trunk oflhe car, 
dead and wrapped up In a blanket. 
In a state of shock he took him to 
the Netanya beach and burled him, 
Gur claimed. 

Gur will complete his testimony 
this morning and will then be 
questioned by the prosecution.

Peres: Opportune time to 
learn Hussein’s intentions

TEL AVIV. — The budding 
relationship between Jordan and 
Iraq “makes this the most oppor- 
tune moment for Israel to initiate 
contacts with King Hussein,” 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
.Peres claimed yesterday. 

He contended It is still possible to 
solve the Palestinian problem 
within the framework of "the Jorda- 
nian option," despite the growing 
alliance between Amman and 
Baghdad over the Gulf war. 

Peres, reacting to arguments by 
government spokesmen that the 
Jordanian option had been proven 
not viable, told reporters this is "the 
time to probe Hussein's true inten- 
tions." Israel, he said, ought to offer 
him a clear choiee — "a peaceful 
settlement with Israel or the path of 
beUlgerenoy." 

Peres said Hussein must now be 
asked point-blank where he la head- 
ed. "If he is out to prepare a war 
against Israel through hla renewed 


appear to the world as a seeker of 
peace. If he Is out to engage In a new 
adventure, we must expose this to 
our allies and make it clear that a 
new sphere of Soviet influence, en- 
compassing Syria, Jordan and Iraq, 
is In the making. 

Peres differentiated between tbe 
possible sending of Jordanian 
troops — symbolic -or otherwise — 
to Iraq, and the possible sending of 
Iraqi soldiers to Jordan. 

"It is one thing if Jordan becomes 
a strategic hinterland for Iraq and 
another if Iraq becomes a strategic 
hinterland for Jordan. We have to 
make clear that we cannot under 
any circumstances agree to basing 
Iraqi forces in Jordan." 

Peres maintained that the 
Palestinian problem "Is only one 
facet of relatione between Israel 
and Jordon. That Is why the Jorda- 
nian option has not been wiped off 
the books, because we have to take 
Jordan Into account in any case. We 
would have a common border with

Students at Dlmona's Zinman 
Junior High School are due to begin 
a strike this morning to protest the 
municipality’s decision to lease an 
adjacent absorption centre to the 
Black Hebrews. The school's 
parents committee called the strike 
yesterday. 

A spokesman for the parents said 
that the Black Hebrews, who yester- 
day signed a contract with Amldar, 
the government housing company, 
have already usurped the school’s 
sports field and are Insisting that 
children who usually walk home 
past the centre find a new route. She 
also said that the parents are 
worried about the physical safety of 
their children, some of whom stay 
at school until late afternoon. 

Mayor Jacques Amir, MK, first 
suggested one month ago that the 
cult members be settled In the aban- 
doned centre. He described the 
move as an “Interim" solution. 

The Interior Ministry is currently 
studying the Glass Commission's 
recommendation for a "per- 
manent" solution to Dlmona's id- 
year-old problem regarding the 
cult. 


Amir reportedly thought that 
moving the Black Hebrews to the 
centre would .ease tension In the 
Nizahon neighbourhood, where 
most of them live. 

Residents, who complain of ex- 
cessive noise, overflowing sewage 
and the cult's anti-white. anti- 
Semitic and anti-Zionist attitudes, 
have barricaded entrances to their 
buildings and refused to let cult 
members who have rented 
apartments move In. 

Amir also said that the centre, 
which has 74 flats, would give more 
room to the Black Hebrews, now liv- 
ing 40 to a room. 

“We agreed In principle to the 
move as a temporary measure," 
said a member of the parents group. 
“We eventually want them out of 
Dlmona. But we agreed only after 
Amir promised that before the 
Black Hebrews were allowed to sign 
the lease, they would let the police 
fingerprint them, and that they 
would submit a list with the real 
names of every adult member." 
(The Black Hebrews change their 
names in Israel.) 

“Amir broke hla promise to us," 
tbe group member charged.

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Poland’s parliament gives itself new power 


WARSAW ( Router). - Poland’s 
parliament granted Itsell more 
power yesterday and brought back 
into the limelight an old political 
warrior who has. spent almost 10 
years In disgrace. 

The Sejm voted unanimously to 
take back responsibility for the 
Supreme Chamber of Control, a key 

accounting watchdog body, and 
confirmed as its head General Nlec- 
zyslaw Moczar, a former party 
chief of security and the armed 
forces. 

The meeting was also scheduled 
to study a socio-economic plan for 


1981 and make changes among 
ministers and in the council of 
state, the parliament's executive 
body. 

The chamber ‘will now oversee 
all government officials as regards 
abuse of authority, corruption and 
errors." a member said. He noted 
that when it was controlled by the 
Council of Ministers the chamber 
was under the thumb of the very 
bodies It was supposed to he 
overseeing. 

Granting more power to the 
Supereme Chamber of Control and 
putting parliament in control of it. 


which required a change of the 
Constitution, fills two pledges made 
by party leaders last weekeend. 

A Central Committee meeting 
promised .continuing purges of cor- 
rupt officials and more power to 
democratic organs such as parlia- 
ment which many Poles described 
as "a rubber-stamping machine.” 

Moczar was elected with no op- 
position but seven .abstentions. For 
the past nine years his only job has 
been head of the powerless 
chamber. 

He was replaced as security chief 
In 1971 by Stanislaw Kanla, who 


four weeks ago succeeded Edward 
Gicrck as party chief.. Observers 
had wondered whether Kanla could 
work with an old rival.

2 terrorists 
executed 
in Turkey 


ANKARA (AP). — Two convicted 
terrorists were hanged before dawn 
yesterday becoming the first per 
sans to be executed in the country In 
eight years. 

Sources said that according to 
Turkish tradition — male members 
of the Immediate families of the 
condemned men, their lawyers, the 
prosecutor and a Moslem 
clergyman watched as rightist 
terrorist Mustafa Pehlivanoglu, 22, 
and leftist Necdet Ad all, 24, were 
hanged at 4. 

The quick approval here by the 
military leadership of the iongpen- 
dlng death sentences against the 
men was seen by observers as a 
clear signal to terrorists that they 
are in mortal danger if they resume 
their activities. 

One Turkish newspaper reported 
that Ad all put the rope around his 
own neck and shouted "damned be 
colonialism. Damned be fascism." 

Meanwhile yesterday, 
professionally printed leaflets from 
the country's most violent 
revolutionary band, the Marxist 
Dev -So I, arrived in newspaper of- 
fices. 

“We will fight until our last drop 
of blood against the fascist attack 
directed particularly toward the 
working class and the rest of our im- 
poverished people,” the leaflet 
declared. 

The Dev-Sol was the first terrorist 
gang to vow publicly a fight against 
the ruling military leadership when 
it spoke out September 17, five days 
after a coup toppled Prime Minister 
Suleyman Demirel and dissolved 
the parliament. 


Cosmonauts to come home 
after six months in orbit 


MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet 

-cosmonauts Valery Ryumin and 
Leonid Popov have begun 
preparations for their return to 
earth after a record six-month 
space flight, Radio Moscow 
reported yesterday. 

The radio said the cosmonauts 
"deactivated” the Salyut-6 space 
station and put it on "automatic 
control," then transferred their 
research data to the Soyuz-37 
module in which they will make 
their descent. The report did not 
say when the cosmonauts will 
retrura. 

As part of the wind-up, the radio 
said, the cosmonauts took blood 
samples from each other for 
analysis back on Earth and per- 
formed exercises designed to 
prepare their bodies for a return to 
gravity. - 

Ryumin and Popov are also in- 
stalling new systems brought up on 


the unmanned transport ship 
Progress-li earlier this month, and 
packing the used equipment into 
the cargo capsule. 

The cosmonauts were launched 
last April 9, and on October 1 broke 
the world space endurance record 
of 175 days and 36 minutes. Tester- 
day was their 182nd day in space. 


In the course of their flight 
Ryumin, a 41-year-old civil 
engineer, and Popov, 34, an air 
force pilot on his first space flight, 
were visited by Hungarian, Viet- 
namese and Cuban cosmonauts, 
each accompanied by a Soviet crew 
chief. 


Rumanian and Mongolian 
cosmonauts are in training for 
future flights under the 
programme, and a French team is 
also preparing for a joint space 
flight with Soviet spacemen In the 
next few years. 


Brezhnev invited to 
India, reports Pravda 


MOSCOW ( AP) . — India has Invited 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
for an official visit, the Soviet dally 
Pravda reported yesterday. The 
paper said no date had been set yet 
for the visit. 

Pravda said the Invitation was ex- 
tended to Brezhnev by Indian Presi 
dent Neelara Sanjiva Reddy, who 
left the Soviet Union on Tuesday 
after a nine-day official visit, which 
included talks with Kremlin leaders 
in Moscow. 

The Pravda account on Reddy 's 
visit said both sides had urged a 
quick, negotiated settlement of the 
Irani an -Iraqi conflict.

Ethiopia says 
U.S. base will 
lead to war 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — 
Ethiopia’s foreign minister, Feleke 
Gedle Ghlorgia, Tuesday warned 
the U.S. its new base agreement 
with Somalia will lead to "endless 
war "in the Horn of Africa. 

The U.S. and Somalia recently 
signed an agreement giving U.S. 
forces access to Somali bases In ex- 
change for U.j5. military aid. Feleke 
said, “Hie pact is clearly aimed 
against the Independence of 
Ethiopia." 

The foreign minister also charged 
that the increasing U.S. military 
presence in the Indian Ocean- 
Persian Gulf area helped spark the 
Iran-Xraq war and said Washington 
is making "dally attempts to find 
pretexts for American intervention 
in the region." 

"My government considers this 
move (the Somali base agreement) 
as an expression of hostility by the 
U.S. against the Ethiopian people,” 
he told a news conference at the 
Ethiopian Embassy in Washington. 

But he stopped short of saying 
that Addis Ababa would break 
relations with Washington if it goes 
through with the Somali base agree- 
ment. 


Fiat plants shut by 
picketing workers 


TURIN (AP). — Strikers picketed 
Fiat factories yesterday, blocking 
production and shipments for the 
eighth day running. 

The company said groups of 
workers who have not joined the 
strike tried to break through the 
picket lines at tine plant, but were 
forced back by strikers. Those 
prevented from working, as well as 
those striking, are not being paid. 

A relief fund organized by the 
Communist Party has started 
supplying money and foodstuffs to 
the strikers. 


Iraq defers 
OPEC summit 


VIENNA (AP). — A summit con- 
ference of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
fOPBO, scheduled to begin early 
in November In Baghdad, baa been 
Indefinitely postponed, the Iraqi 
embassy in Vienna announced 
yesterday. 

The summit,, to be attended by 
heads of state and government 
leaders from the 18 OPEC member- 
countries, was planned to com- 
memorate the 20tb founding an- 
niversary of the organization and to 
endorse OPEC’s long-range 
production policies. 

Postponement of the Baghdad 
summit and prior meetings of 
ministers from OPEC member- 
countries, appeared to further 
delay the group’s longstanding ef- 
forts toward reaching agreement 
on long-term pricing and produc- 
tion policies. 

A meeting of OPEC finance 
ministers, scheduled for October 6- 
7 in Quito, Ecuador, has also been 
indefinitely postponed at the re- 
quest of Iraq and Iran. The Quito 
session was scheduled to decide on 
more OPEC aid to poor countries. 
Venezuelan Energy Minister 
Humberto Calderon Berti has said 
that an extraordinary meeting of 
OPEC oil ministers, scheduled for 
October 14 in London, was likely to 
be shelved as well. 

Middle East rivalries and a grow- .( 
ing oil glut last month had* 
prevented OPEC from reaching 
agreement on a long-term pricing 
plan at a tri-minlxterial meeting in 
Vienna on September 15-17. But a 
subsequent special session of the oil 
ministers in Vienna on September 
17 won a two-dollar-a-barrel hike 
from Saudia Arabia to $30, In return 
for a general OPEC price freeze un- 
til the end of the year. 


MOSCOW (AP). — Tass News 
agency charged yesterday that 
Egyptian authorities raided the 
Cairo offices of the Soviet weekly 

New Times and expelled Its staff. 
Tass characterized the move as a 
"provocative action” and “a fresh 
act of arbitrary rule.” 

Tass said that early last Monday, 
police and security forces .“oc- 
cupied” the New Mines office and 
“high-handedly searched” It 
without a warrant. The agency said, 
ail the documents and stamps were 
confiscated. 

The agency said the weekly’s 
staff members and their families 
were brought to the airport under 
police guard “and on the same day 
sent out of Egypt.” 

New Times, a "Soviet weekly of 
affairs,” Is published in nine 
languages and intended largely for 


foreign audiences. The Arabic edi 
tion had been edited partly In Cairo. 

In Cairo yesterday an uniden- 
tified Soviet journalist said his 
countrymen Vladimir Shelepln and 
Andrei Stepanowv, correspondents 

for New Times, left on Monday 
after brief detention by authorities.

- BOTH THE AGENCY and HIAS 
. . are ambivalent about the drop-out 

problem, but for rather surprising 
reasons. 

They both support the formula of 
.Prime Minister ' Menahem Begin 
that as many Russian Jews who 
want to leave the Soviet Union 
should be . helped to get out; as 
many as possible of these should go 
to Israel; those who have close 
; relatives In the Diaspora will be 
'assisted In joining them. 

It took many years of arguments 
between Israel! and Diaspora 
.leaders to agree on this formula, 
but each side puts emphasis on 
different clauses. The Israelis 
stressed the second, while HIAS 

- stressed the third. - - • — 

The Jewish Agency, with its 
Zionist ideology, has officially 
deplored the high drop-out rate, 
which now tops 70 per cent and has 
. sent 80.000 Russian Jews to the U.S. 
In the last decade! But It doesn't 
have enough power over organized 
American Jewry to demand that 
BIAS and the Joint Distribution 
Committee stop aid to the drop-outs 
— or enough government 
apartments or jobs in the areas 
most wanted by immigrants if all 
the Russian emigrants were to 
come on aliya. 

HIAS WAS FOUNDED by Russian 
Jews In New York who wanted to 
assure burial for Jewish im- 
migrants arriving at Ellis Island. 
Its name includes the word 
"Hebrew” rather than *' Jewish,” 
because the latter term was deem- 
ed embarrassing by Jews who 
.wanted to be considered 
Americans. 

Today's HIAS officials are the 
children and grandchildren of 
Eastern European immigrants to 
the U.S., and they cling to the prin- 
ciple of “freedom of choice" — the 
democratic right of refugees to live 
anywhere they like. 

That principle is sacred to them,

needs Immigrants. And Israel can 
probably absorb most of them more 
successfully — and bolster their 
Jewish Identity — than America 
can. 

HIAS has g r o w n considerably In 
power, size and -budget since the 
drop-out rate began to swell In the 
last five years. Its critics charge 
that by its very presence In Vienna 
and Rome, where the emigrants 
are received. It encourages more 
Jews to forgo Israel. 

Shapiro argues that if HIAS 
weren’t there, the drop-out problem 
would continue fo exist. 


"HIAS is only one of seven 
organisations authorised by the 
U.S. Government to resettle 
refugees,” he says. If HIAS didn’t 
exist, the anti-Zionist organisation 
of Satmar h ass i dim called Rav Tov 
would try Its best to help drop-outs. 
Catholic, Lutheran and other Chris- 
tian groups, which get the same 
reimbursement fees from the 
government per head, would enter 
the vacuum. 

* At least, If the Jews remain in’ 
HIAS hands for their first six 
months In the U.S., they are more 


likely to remain in the Jewish com- 
munity and not be Inculcated with 
anti-Zionist ideas. 

Anyway, Shapiro asserts, HIAS is 
unfairly portrayed as an 
autonomous organization that uni- 
laterally decides policy. In fact, he 
says, "we have a board of 200 peo- 
ple, and each member must be 
recommended by a local Jewish 
federation. Although HIAS is an In- 
dependent organization, we func- 
tion as a spokesman for organized 
American Jewry. We can Introduce 
policy proposals, but policies are 


developed withiu the, U.S. Jewish 
community.” 

WITH ABOUT one-third of Russian 
Jewish emigrants of the 1970s now 
living In America and Canada (the 
rest in Israel), some U.S. Jews are 
getting tired of the burden of in- 
tegrating them in their com- 
munities. 

That, coupled with the Increased 
realization that Israel does indeed 
need immigrants and ia usually 
better equipped than America to 
deal with them on a personal basis, 
has Induced HIAS leaders to look 
for ways to cut the drop-out rate. 
The HIAS board Is busily discussing 
a number ot proposals aimed at this 
goal. Shapiro thinks that a 50:50 
ratio of immigrants: drop-outs is 
possible. 

A number of objective cir- 
cumstances make this a difficult 
task, continues the HIAS president. 
The Zionist-oriented Jews have 
mostly left the Soviet Union and 
have already settled in Israel, leav- 
ing behind others with little sense of 
Jewish identity. 

And the Russian authorities 
"constantly broadcast anti-Israel 
propaganda, using the Big Lie 
techniques of Hitler, In which a lit- 
tle kernel ot truth is substantiated 
by negative letters received from 
Israeli absorption centres." 

Most emigrants decide where 
they want to go months before leav- 
ing Russia. 

AS AN EXAMPLE of misinforma- 
tion, Shapiro recalls the case of a 
young Jew who insisted on settling 
in Phoenix, Arizona, even though he 
had no relatives there. 

He kept Insisting that he wouldn't 
set foot In Israel because "it's too 
hot there," not realizing that 
Phoenix lies in the middle of a 
desert. 

Another emigrant Shapiro met in 
Rome — a merchant marine 
seaman — stubbornly maintained 
that he would get a job In the port of 
Houston, Texas. "Little does he 
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NEPAL AND ISRAEL have had 
friendly relations for the past 20 
years, but with Katmandu recently 
completing a deal with Baghdad to 
supply oil to the landlocked Hindu 
monarchy, Arab pressure on Nepal 
is sure to mount. 

Israel's ambassador, to Nepal, 
Shamai Laor, sounded that warning 
in a recent Interview with The 
Jerusalem Poet A country like 
Israel, he said, Nepal walks a 
tightrope between powerful^ 
neighbours and superpower in- 
terests. 

High In the Himalayas, King 
Birendra *Bir JBlkram Shah: Dev’s 
monarchy — the only Hindu ' 
government" in* the world — looks' 
north to China and south to India.' 
The Soviet Union is building a 65- 
room embassy that will be the 
largest in Katmandu, and the U.S. 
and Britain maintain high profiles. 

Israel obviously cannot compete 
with material help against those 
giants for the favours of Nepal, but 
a steady stream of development aid 
over the years fiks contributed to a 
close, if not intimate, relationship. 

Israel’s help to Nepal has taken 
the form of training paratroopers 
and a massive World Bank- 
financed water development pro- 
ject conducted by Tahal. Nepalese 
graduates from Israeli training 
centres at Israeli universities and 
colleges number in the hundreds. 

Growing commercial ties may 
lead to substantial traffic between 
Israel and Nepal, which depends on 
tourism for most of its foreign In- 
come. Even in this field Israel has 
made a contribution, with some 2,- 
000 Israelis each year visiting its 
mountain kingdom. 

LAOR. meanwhile, has helped to 
build a strong Nepal-Israel 
Friendship Association, which at a 
gala celebration this summer 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries. 


Walking a tightrope 


Already in 1977, Laor brought to 
Nepal the first classical music con- 
cert ever held in Katmandu when, 
under the auspices of the Royal 
Nepalese Academy, pianists 
Bracha Eden and Alexander Tamir 
performed duets. 

Laor has since concentrated on 
disseminating information about 
Israel throughout Asia — . 
aom^mea reaching 'parts of India, 
Bangladesh an<f Pakistan, as well 
as distant reaches df Nepal. ‘ 

He has brought “Israel Weeks” to 
Katmandu, aim the multi-media ex- 
hibits draw large numbers of 
Nepalese interested in aspects of 
Israeli life. 

Yet the Nepalese obviously can- 
not rely only on Israel's friendship 
in the mid-Aslan jungle where it 
struggles to maintain Its In- 
dependence. 

Entirely dependent on India for 
almost all its imports, the southern 
giant has gone so far as to require 
Katmandu to report on all exports 
and imports that reach Nepal In 
ways other than by the land route 
from India. 

And with a potential for one of the 
world's most abundant sources of 
hydro-electric energy — some of 
Mt. Everest's neighbouring peaks 
can be seen from the Israeli Em- 
bassy window — Nepal 
nevertheless has no oil of Its own to 
run the growing transportation 
system. 

OIL WAS ONCE imported from the 
Soviet Union, but a better deal has 
apparently been made with Iraq, 
which recently sent a delegation to 
Katmandu to complete a deal that 
will supply Nepal with practically 
all its petrol. 

When the Iraqis open their

Nepalese Embassy in the spring, 
Laor expects a Palestinian as a 
member of the Baghdad delegation. 
Despite warm words of praise from 
the foreign minister during the 20th 
anniversary celebrations this year, 
Nepal has recognized the PLO as 
the representative of the 
Palestinians. And with control over 
Nepal’s oil requirements, the Iraqis 
are sure to apply pressure on Nepal 
to reduce its friendly ties with 
Israel. 

Yet, King Birendra has establish- 
ed a policy of international neutrali- 
ty. striving — with Israel’s support 
— to gain international recognition 
of his kingdom as a "Region of 
Peace." Much the way his country 
towers high above other countries 
geographically, he seeks to keep 
’Nepal high above world conflicts. 

For this reason, Nepal Is active at 


the UN, ready to supply its crack 
troops for peacekeeping mhurinn* 
such as UNIFIL in Southern 
Lebanon. And Nepal's foreign 
ministry, eager to understand in- 
ternational conflicts In order to stay 
out of them, is very knowledgeable 
about affairs as distant as the Mid- 
dle East, said Laor. 

The king is also Interested in for- 
ming close alliances with- some of 
the other Aslan countries that are 
hemmed in by their superpower 
neighbours. Neighbouring Bhutan 
and Sri Lanka — on the other side of 
India, to the south — are possible 
allies In Blrendra'a proposed 
"Region of Peace.” 

YET THE IRAQIS wifi be able to 
pin some political pressure on to the 
price tag for the oil they sell Nepal. 
Israel’s hope, said Laor, is that the 
traditional Nepalese pride and its 
long history of independence wUl 
keep Katmandu’s bead high in the 
•face of Iraqi demands. 

Laor also believes that as long as 


realize that the unions are so strong 
there, his grandchildren would 
have a hard time getting admitted 
in order to get a job." 

ASKED IF HIAS felt guilty about 
its role in the drop-out problem, 
Shapiro again seems uncomfor- 
table: "We’re part ot a total 
tragedy. It’s unfair to pick out one 
agency and put the blame on It... 
We have guilt... because we would 
like to do more.” 

HIAS is pushing for "joint 
counselling” of all emigrants, along 
with Jewish Agency and JDC ex- 
perts, so that together they will be 
able to advise each Jew personally 
and present the pros and cons of 
every possible decision. Shapiro 
and HIAS executive vice-president 
Gaynor Jacobson want an improve- 
ment in the physical facilities 
where emigrants are received by 
Agency emissaries. 

"You’ve got 40 people together in 
a small room. It's impossible," 
says Shapiro, “to deliver a personal 
message to such a group." 

Jacobson adds that the Israeli 
press and information effort are do- 
ing the country a disservice by fall- 
ing to present the positive aspects 
of life in Israel: “We think you un- 
dersell the fact that you are well 
able to Integrate engineers and 
other professionals, to provide a 
safer and more meaningful life.” 

HIAS IS folly prepared to lend their 
best professional talents to prepare 
materials for encouraging aliya 
among the emigrants — even to 
show a more realistic view of 
America. The question is whether 
the Jewish Agency is fully prepared 
to aceept such help. 

HIAS officials proudly maintain 
that they represent Israel or the 
Jewish Agency In countries where 
no one else is able to rescue Jews. 
HIAS helped 1,400 Egyptian Jewish 
men to leave Egypt after former 
President Nasser ordered them- to 
be jailed.

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Profits of cotton industry 
are sound, Sharon says

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon yesterday refuted 
reports that the profitability of the 
cotton industry bad declined. 

Speaking before cotton growers 
and officials connected with the In- 
dustry, he said that last season the 
farmers collected 90.74 per pound of 
cotton, while this year the amount 
will be $0.92. This means that 
although production costs in Israel 
have risen, this was made up by the 
higher price of cotton in the world 
market. 

Sharon was speaking during the 
tour of cotton fields during the 
harvest organized by the Cotton 
Marketing Board every year. 

He added that Israel would like to 
diversify and grow other crops In 
the summer, but that it is hard to 
find a crop as profitable as cotton. 
This year over 600,000 dunams were 


planted in cotton, with the expected 
average yield about 400 kilograms 
per dunam. 

Cotton has become the number 
two crop after citrus, bringing in an 
expected revenue this year of about 
$160xn.. of which $136m. will be in 
exports. The price of cotton sold to. 
local weavers is pegged to the dollar 
and the world market. 


Sharon also said that the Irriga- 
tion equipment industry will this 
year chalk up exports of about 
si 20m. 

Zvl Neumark, the director of the 
Cotton Marketing Board, said that 
this year’s harvest is expected to be 
about 300.000 bales. About 130.000 
tons of seeds are expected to be ex- 
tracted from cotton. Of this about 

50.000 tons will go to feed livestock. 

70.000 tons to the cooking oil in- 
dustry and the remainder for 
various industrial purposes, he 
said. 


Inflation In Switzerland Is — 3.8 per cent 


BERN (UPI). — Switzerland had 
zero inflation in September, the 
government said yesterday. 


The consumer price index 
remained unchanged froni August 
due to a slight drop in the cost of 


petrol and heating oil-. There were 
small price increases in other sec- 
tors. 

As in August, the government 
said, the index in September was 3.8 
per cent above the level one year 
ago.

The association has also in- 
structed its members about Un- 
proved methods of quality control 
as well as on f turning Instructions on 
the proper use of each product to 
minimize possible damage.

Two-day ‘organized leave’ of Pazgas

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Hussein rides again 

KING HUSSEIN'S eager embrace of President Saddam Hussein 
In his current fight with Ayatollah Khomeini has been described 
by Premier Begin this week as rather lacking in wisdom. The 
characterization is not likely to be contested by many people in 
this country. As Israelis have noticed before, the Hashemite 
monarch has a strange penchant for joining the wrong wars. 

On the face of it, the Jordanian decision to team up with Iraq 
against Iran seems to have been taken on impulse, even in a fit 
of absence of mind, and not after due deliberation. 

Perhaps, too — shades of June 1987! — it was reached in ex* 
pectatlon of a somewhat different, and surely quicker, outcome 
of the original Iraqi blitzkrieg than the war of attrition into 
which it has now settled. But it need not have been an entirely 
unreasonable decision, for all that. 

The linkup between Amman and Baghdad has been In the 
making for the past several months. It started with munificent 
Iraqi offers of aid, which Jordan snapped up most avidly. The 
Iraqi motive was presumably to prepare a friendly rear in ad* 
vance of an attack on Iran; for Jordan, this was a heaven-sent 
opportunity to wriggle out of an uncomfortable liaison with 
Syria (and the PLO as well). 

In the long run an alignment with Iraq does not make much 
more sense, for Jordan, than one with Syria. But no alliance In 
the Arab world is long-lasting anyway, and for a spell It may 
prove useful. Its price, however, 1 b a show of gratitude to Jor- 
dan's benefactor, if only by way of lip service to Iraq's "sacred 
cause." 

To be sure, the Baghdad- Amman axis is designed to promote 
war, and this carries some dangers. One obvious danger is that 
of a spread of the conflict through the area, and even beyond. 
This would seem especially likely should King Hussein send his 
troops into the affray. President B&nl-Sadr has already 
threatened to bomb targets in any Arab country that actively 
took Iraq’s side In the war. Then, too, there is the possibility of 
Syria, assisted by Libya, for whatever that is worth, turning on 
Jordan. 

Such a prospect cOuld give the king pause for thought. But the 
record of the past does not suggest the likelihood of an escala- 
tion. The wars of Arab states, though far more numerous than is 
usually realized, tend to remain local. 

Jordan does court the danger of involvement in Soviet expan- 
sionist designs — and this, ironically enough, at the very time 
that Syria has signed a treaty with the Kremlin. Although most 
of the Soviet shipments passing through the port of Akaba dur- 
ing the past fortnight have been civilian, there is evidence that it 
now includes a growing volume of military equipment. . 

While anxious to provide Itself with a Soviet arms option, Jor- 
dan Is presumably not too eager to turn from an American client 
into a Soviet satellite. 

So long as this is not in the cards, however, the U.S. may be 
expected to do no more than protest Jordanian violation of the 
rules — and Its own neutrality in the conflict. 

This neutrality (which need not be confused with indifference, 
we are assured) did not prevent the State Department from ask- 
ing Mr. Begin to stay quiet when Iraqi transport planes started 
landing in Jordan, either in search of a safe haven or to airlift 
medical and military supplies tor the war. Mr. Begin chose not 
even to demur, although it is Israel’s policy not to tolerate the 
introduction into Jordan of rejectionist Iraqi forces. 

'Ihe premier’s Inaction may have been wise in the cir- 
cumstances: to reject the American request would have been 
counter-productive. But It contrasted strangely with reminders 
from on high that Israel had been a great friend of Iran under 
the shah — as well as of the insurgent Iraqi Kurds. 

Whatever interest Israel may have in seeing Iraq, a potential 
nuclear power, humbled In the present war, which President 
Hussein declares to be a prelude to an assault on Israel, has not 
been too strongly underscored. 

Such peaceful means of pressure on Jordan as Israel 
possesses have not been applied. On the other hand our govern- 
ment leaders have hastened to inform the public that Jordan's 
lineup with Iraq is the last nail In the coffin of the "Jordanian 
option." The news has been announced with an air of exultation: 
yet Arik Sharon, one of the leading announcers, at once boasted 
that it was Israel itself that had demolished the "option" — by 
settling the length and breadth of Judea and Samaria, that is. 

If this Is the Bum of Israel’s response, there is little cause. tor 
Jordan to believe that it cannot have its cake and eat it, too; to 
draw sustenance from the Euphrates, as it were, and to keep the 
Jordan bridges open. Provided it does not push its luck, Amman 
may well conclude that it has taken a perfectly reasonable deci- 
sion. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE JEWISH family dinner table 
— especially In the U.S. but also in- 
the rest of the Diaspora and even In 
Israel — is quickly dying out, accor- 
ding to Eliezer Sheffer, chairman of 
the young leadership division of the 
World Zionist Organization. 

At a workshop on the Jewish 
family, he noted that many Jewish 
families grab a bite at the kitchen 
counter, or eat their meala In front 
of the TV set. Gone — or at least go- 
ing — are the togetherness and the 
communication that went on 
around the family table, he said.

DISCRIMINATION 

Decrying 1 the public treatment of Aharon Abyhatzeira, 
NESSIM GAON finds it has disturbing implications for all 
Jews who see Israel as the realization of Jewish ideals. 
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THE CHARACTER assassination 
of Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzelra and the 
systematic attack on Sephardi 
leadership by the news media have 
raised some sensitive questions 
regarding our values and conduct 
as Jews, as well as the relationship 
between the State of Israel and the 
People of Israel — the totality of the 
Jewish people. 

I do not think any of us believes 
Israel is just another nation among 
nations. We have worked too hard, 
too long, and have done so not to 
. equal, or resemble others, but to ex- 
cel. Our standard of comparison 
should not be how much worse 
things used to be, but how much 
better they can be. 

If Israel's .sheer being la its 
message to the Jewish people, then 
Israel has an obligation to live by 
those values that shape' Jewish life, 
demonstrating that the people of 
this country indeed share with 
Diaspora Jewry a willingness to 
live by their faith. 

How can they deny the premise 
that any suspect is innocent until 
proven guilty? Instead of treating 
charges against a government 
minister and his associates with 
the propriety that such allegations 
deserve, and with respect for the In- 
vestigative process, accusations 
are hurled In a wanton atmosphere. 
Most democratic societies would 
not tolerate the character 


MY VIEWS on peace, Jerusalem, 
the Palestinians, etc., are not new. I 
have consistently held them for 
many years past, long before Begin 
came to power, as will be found in 
my book The Timely and the 
Timeless (1977) and other 
publications. 

Notwithstanding their sen- 
■ationalizatlon in: the press, I ex- 
press these views but rarely. I 
spend the bulk of my time and 
energies on Anglo- Jewish needs, es- 
pecially Jewish education, and I 
devote myself far more to suppor- 
ting than to criticizing Israel. 

My prime concern In very oc- 
casionally taking a public stand on 
these delicate issues Is religious 
and moral rather than political. 
Recognizing that Zionist militancy 
is today generated mainly from 
religious quarters — for instance, 
Melr Kahane, Gush Emturim and 
Lubavitch — I am most anxious to 
ensure that Orthodox voices of 
moderation be also heard. 

Without a balanced presentation 
of authentic Jewish teachings, I 
view the future of both Judaism and 
Israel with alarm. Nothing could be 
more catastrophic than the impres- 
sion, already widespread, that 
Jewish religious radicalism might 
prove a serious impediment to 
peace. 

I am also convinced that all 
political decisions affecting the fate 
.and faith of our people must in- 
escapably have a religious and 
moral dimension. 

In commentfng on current 
national, problems, X feel I depart 
from the Jewish tradition no more 
than the Hebrew Prophets when 
they '‘meddled” in affairs of state, 
or than Chief Rabbi Hertz when he 
championed the Balfour Declara- 
tion in direct defiance of Auglo-

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assassination manifested in the 
-media in recent weeks. 

'The deliberate and systematic at- 
tacks on well-intentioned and 
respectable persons whose aim is to 
strive for the unity of the Jewish 
people and to defend the legitimate 
rights of the needy and helpless Is a 
sad reward for total commitment. 
These abuses lead Inexorably to the 
sensitive ethnic issue, the gap 
dividing Sephardim and 
Ashkenazim. 

I have never said, or even 
suggested, that Aharon 
' Abuhatzelra was being accused 
because he is a Sephardi Jew. Nor 
have I said, as it is alleged, that the 
police are harassing only Sephardi 
Jewish leaders. 

However, the feeling that there Is 
discrimination, as well as the ap- 
parent evidence that within Israel 
there are two societies, separate 
and unequal, has reached a psy- 
chological boiling point. The 
manner In which the Abuhatzelra 
affair was handled has ignited long 
simmering feelings of alienation 
and frustration among the Sephardi 
community. 

HERE IS qne of Moroccan Jewry's 
proudest sons reaching toward the 
pinnacle of public recognition in 
Israel, and he is attacked, without 
any show of the respect 'due 
someone of such stature when 
suspected of wrong-doing; he Is 


someone to be publicly tarred. And 
there have been others. I do not 
limit myself specifically to Sephar- 
dim. There have been cases in 
which' Ashkenazi Jews have been 
similarly tarred, giving rise to the 
conclusion that the whole system 
needs to be reviewed. 

Apparently, for some, it was all 
right for. me to go to Israel to 
negotiate with the Ohalim tent 
squatters in Jerusalem last June. 
But it is not all right for me to want 
to find out first-hand what was 
happening to a member of the 
presidium of the World. Sephardi 
Federation. 

One journalist even called my, 
concern an "insolent and absurd In- 
terference” in Israel’s judicial 
processes. This suggests the 
development of a dangerous 
Inward-turning among some in 
Israel, a negation of our 
peoplehood. 

In my humble contribution to 
Israel, I do not profess to equate my 
sacrifices with those who sacrifice 
with their lives. But I am fierce and 
uncompromising in my determina- 
tion to live by the faith of my peo- 
ple, H.Tirt in my refusal to succumb 
to Indifference. Until every vestige 
of social injustice is wiped out of 
Israel, my voice will he heard and 
my presence felt. 

1 have ho Intention of Interfering 
in Israel’s judicial processes, 
though I pray for Aharon 
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Abuhatzeira'a ultimate vindication. 
But Israel faces a tough question, 
that of what kind at society it is 
becoming as well as what it can do 
to strengthen its lifeline to the, 
Jewish people. . '

MY UNDERSTANDING .of 
Judaism requires me to proclaim, 
for instance, that lives are worth 
more than territory; that a smaller. 
Intensely- Jewish Israel, provided it 
Is secure. Is preferable to a Greater 
Israel bound to lose its Jewish 
character by ruling over a million 
Arabs multiplying at twice our 
rate; that Jews cannot be in- 
different to the plight of 
Palestinians languishing in wretch- 
ed refugee camps, whatever the 
cause; that miracles may be hoped 
for, but must not be relied upon in 
policy-making; that no Internal up- 
heavals have wrought greater 
havoc in Jewish history than 
pseudo-Messlanlc expectation; and 
above all that spiritual excellence 
is at least as essential as military 
power and diplomatic skill In secur- 
ing Israel's stability. Indeed in 
asserting our title to the Land. 

I also deem It the business of rab- 
bis to nurture hope by asserting 
belief in an eventual accommoda- 
tion with the Arabs. A patient's con- 
fidence in recovery is half his cure. ' 

I cannot subscribe to the defeatist 
view of many Israelis that an un- 
derstanding will never be reached. 
This is the counsel of despair which 


already swells the flood of yerida on 
a frightening scale. 

Let me Also state quite 
categorically that 1 have never 
publicly attacked government 
policies, whether on the settlements 
or anything else, though I have sup- 
ported the search for alternatives 
in our predicament. 

As 4 . rabbi, 1 see my role In 
challenging or influencing attitudes - 
rather than policies; in enunciating 
and applying the Imperatives of 
Jewish teachings, not In political 
agitation. 

Incidentally, I strongly believe 
that diversity of views and con- 
structive criticism enhance our 
effectiveness in pleading Israel’s 
vital Interests before the nations. 

A monolithic endorsement of of- 
ficial policies dictated by Israel Is 
bound to destroy our credibility and 
to erode the support we seek, 
alienating public opinion among 
Jews and non-Jews alike, as the 
present experience shows. 

I CAN NOW proceed to my views on 
topical Issues, presenting them as 
concisely and precisely as possible: 

On peace, I believe the key lies in 
promoting mutual understa n d in g of 
the aspirations and fears on each 
side. Peace is Intangible and ul- 
timately guaranteed only by trust, 
while territorial concessions are

October 5) ? 

If kibbutznika and many, many 
others across the country have 
spontaneously risen up and called 
to Rabin to lead us again, it must be 
his duty to respond. Ruth Allan 
herself asked trim to take up the 
banner so sadly fallen after the un- 
timely death of Yigael Allan. 
Rabin, as always, will do hla duty. 

Enough of penny-pinching and 
muckraking: I have not, nor has 
Mrs. Even-Poz, paid one fraction of 
the price for our own shortcomings 
that Rabin paid for what history 
and the Knesset have established as 
but a technicality.

Israeli moderation. 

Nevertheless, peace remains 
Judaism's highest Ideal and must 
be seen to be Israel's overriding 
objective. In common with many 
leading rabbis, I cannot share 
(though I respect) the view of some 
that the halacha prevents us from 
ceding parts of the biblical Land of 
Israel even for the aake of peace, 
security and the saving of lives. 

On a Palestinian state, this would 
. be suicidal for Israel under prevail- 
ing Arab attitudes, notably the 
refusal to repudiate the -PLO 
Charter. 

I am on public record as firmly 
opposing the EEC Venice. Declara- 
tion. calling for negotiations with 
tile PLO terrorists. I consider thisa 
betrayal of both Israel and Europe, 

As I have often stated, Palesti- 
nian terrorism la of a particularly 
hideous kind, having, introduced ' 
Into the history of human brutality 
deliberate attacks on children, air 
passengers, sportsmen and other 
innocent civilians for political ends 
— a form' of terror now world-wide 
which must not be tolerated or en- 
couraged.
